What  we  need  is  a couple  paragraphs  that  speak  in  general  terms  about  the  status  and  limits  of 
our  knowledge,  and  what  we  will  look  to  do  next,  in  terms  of  both  assessing/securing  the  mine(s) 
and  next  steps  w/  our  partners.  I want  to  do  this  with  your  input  so  our  messages  are  consistent 
with  the  state’s. 


In  addition,  below  are  the  specific  questions  we  are  trying  to  address  today  about  the  Sunnyside 
Mine. 


—is  EPA  aware  of  water  buildup  inside  the  Sunnyside  Mine? 

—is  there  any  estimate  for  the  volume  of  water  inside  Sunnyside? 

—does  the  agency  have  any  concerns  about  a potential  spill  from  Sunnyside? 

—were  the  actions  taken  at  Sunnyside  responsible  for  water  that  was  coming  out  of  Gold  King 
Mine? 

—has  the  EPA  seen  recent  increase  in  water  discharges  from  the  Black  Hawk  mine,  and  is  that  in 
any  way  tied  to  the  events  at  Sunnyside? 


Any  information  you  can  share  about  both  the  general  questions,  and  the  Sunnyside  Mine- 
specific  questions  would  be  greatly  appreciated.
